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It muſt have been frequently obſerved by thoſe 
who attend public worſhip, how difficult a matter it 
often is for the Preacher to adapt the Pſalms, that are 
ſung, to the ſubject of his diſcourſe. 

It ſometimes happens, that he mult ſatisfy him- 
Tel, if, in the uſnal-portion that is ſung, even one 
ſtanza has an appearance of referring to his ſub- 
ject. To remedy in ſome degree this inconve- 
nience, the additional Pſalmody, conſiſting of Tranſ- 
lations and Paraphraſes of different paſſages of Sa- 
cred Scripture, was about twelve years ago adopt- 
ed under the regular ſanction of the Church of 
Scotland. Still, however, the difficulty that has 
been mentioned remains to a certain degree. For, 
although ſeveral new ſubjects are afforded in this 
collection, yet, they are far from being adequate to the 
variety of topics on which miniſters may have oc- 
caſion to preach. Feeling often this difficulty and 
inconvenience in the exerciſe of my public duty, I 
had for a conſiderable time paſt entertained an idea, 
that much might be done towards removing it, by 
methodizing the admirable materials for. this part

of Divine — which lie ſcattered in different 5 
places of the Pſalms of David. 
It is well known that many of theſe compoſi- 
tions, like other Eaſtern poetry, paſs very rapidly, 
and without much apparent connection, from one 
ſubject to another; inſomuch that it is often im- / 8 
Peoſſible to find in one pſalm the uſual quantity of 
3 Four ſtanzas relating to the ſame ſubje&, without 
the aukward expedient of paſſing over ſome inter- 
| | vening ones, About a month ago, I began to try 
4 the effect of bringing together the paſſages in diffe- 
rent Pſalms relating to ſome important ſubjects; 
and having ſhewn ſpecimens of it to ſeverals of my 
brethren, they approved the idea, and encouraged 
me to complete it. Anxious, for obvious reaſons, 
to have it publiſned before the diſſolution of the 
- preſent General Aſſembly, I have executed it too 
rapidly for me to hope that it ſhould not be with- 
out defects, both in the arrangement of the 
topics, and in the ſelection and collocation of the 
_ paſſages under them. It will, however, ſerve as 
a ſpecimen of what may be done in this reipect, 
with the aid of more time and attention; and I 
would willingly hope, that this attempt to 
S facilitate the adapting different parts of our public 
worſhip to each other, ſhall meet with the counte- 
nance of my brethren the Miniſters ay the Church 
of Scotland. 
I have only to add, that whatever may be the
